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Y the aid of Mr.Gadbury's Aſtrological Intelligence, I was brought to 

a moſt famous piece of ſelf-commending Eloquence 3 entituled, T he 

Earl of Caſtlemain's Manifeſto ; a piece, I mult confeſs, that I never 

ſo much as heard of, until Gadbury mention'd it in the Preface of 
his Almanack ; neither do I much wonder that I did not, ſince there 

are ſuch ways found out to encourage, or at the leaſt connive at, all ſorts of 
Popiih, and the moſt Villanous Books and Pamphlets, daily Printed and Pub- 

liſy'd by the Papiſts,that ever Men orDevils invented ;which cannot be done but 

with the greateſt ſcandal and reflexion upon theGovernment imaginable;and yet 
how arc we toexpet any better,ſfince mercinary Ignorants have the peruſing of, 
and liberty to hinder or let paſs what they can get moſt Money by 3 and having 
once paſſed the Preſs, there are as many,who not altogether ſo much for Gain, as 
outof Impudence and Ignorance,voluntarily become the Publiſhers thereof. And 
(to ſpeak ſomewhat modeſtly of the man) ſuch a one is Sam.Carr, at the Sign of 
the Kings-head at the Welſt-end of St. Pauls, who was the Publiſher of this 
rare piece of Caſtlemainiſme 5 which hath not ſo much of weighty miſchef in it, 
as it hath of Scandal, and the moſt groſs Abuſes and Abſurdities put upon the 
Court of Kings-Bench, in Nature 3 tho' there it was that he cſrap's the deſerv'd 
Puniſhment of a Traytor. But Gentlemen, notwithſtanding all his good-luck, 
I am (till the ſame 3 I am certain, that when I acted Treaſon, I was not aſleep, 
Iknow what I ſaid and did; and I know what others ſaid and did to me 3; and 
therefore in ſpight of .Caſtlezr2in's Teeth I do aver, That what I ſwore againſt 
him, was in all reſpe&s undeniably true z Nor is he everable to make it other- 
wiſe to the Judgment of Impartial men: And I do farther tell ye Gentlemen, 
That all his Marifefto is a meer conjumblement either of Lies and Forgeries, or 
at beſt, of pitiful ſhifts and evaſions : Now then, becauſeT am unwilling totire 
your Patience with a lang Preamble, I ſhall take the matter juſt as it offereth 
it {c1f, ſo far as it concerneth me ; and (h2w you not only wherein he would 
impoſe upon the Government, where the King himſelf is reflefted upon, where 
the Court of Kings-Bench is fo groſly abus'd ; and in a word, how he endea- 
Yours to impoſe upon the whole World a moſt notorious Lye, which he calls his 
beft Defence; and indeed fo it might-have prov'd, had it been more ſtrong and 
cunningly infinuated 3 but as Liars ought to have good Memories, or as furious 
Cholerick men are ſaid to be no Conjurersz ſo either his Lord(hips —_ 
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fail d him,or cc he If his beft contrivance in the Zotp Page of his Compendium 
for farcly had it not been fo, ke could not but have found out ſome better way 
of Geometrizing his Arguments than that in which they here ſhew themſc]ve,, 
For do but read pag. 12, 13, 14. Where he tells the World, 1hat one Mrs, C4. 
lier ei{:tirg the Priſons in the beginning of the Troubles, and coming to me about 
Charity for the Poor there ;, I told her, I would not only give her ſomething, but 
would allow them Weekly alſo 5 and thus my Lords I flif/ do (ſpeaking then to 
the Lords of the Privy Council.) Upon this account, and the St. Omers Witreſ. 
fes, (which T kad provided for my own Defence, in caſe of Tryal, and which 1 
Lodecd at ber Houſe) ſhe came frequently to me;, and (among the News and J4;. 
cidents of the Priſons) told me one day, ſhe had taken out of Newgate for 3 1. 10x, 
a Young man vers da little in the Law, whons ſhe thought very fit to look after ſexe. 
rl deſperate Debts (to the value of 5 or 40001.) due' to her Husband, who had 
formerly been a conſiderable French Merciant 3, this Fellow was it ſcems Willough- 
by, ow Dangerfield ; and kim ſhe ſent ſometimes to my Houſe on ordinary Errand;; 
but preſently A plaid me as Villanous a Trick as conld be imagin'd, conſidering the 
times we live in : the thing was this; The fioe Jeſuits being (on the Twentieth of 
June laſt) Executed, he came within very few days afier.t0 me, either in my Lagy. 
Powis's Name, or pretending to go to her afterwards, and asked me if I thought it 
convenient to have their Speeches Printed; I told him by all means, for why ſhould 
ſuch Excellent and Loyal things fall to the Ground £ He replyed, That it would 
coſt Ten Pounds ; Well ſaid I, if it does, tell my Lady Pl willingly give ſomething 
towards jt; and ſohe departed. Not long after, I went to the Tower to ſee my 
Lord; and as ſoon as I met him, ſaid he, Why did you Fo a Stranger to me? 
* and beſides, what have I to do with the Jeſuits Speeches 2 Has any body (anſwerd 
1) been with you in my Name concerning that affair £ Yes, (replyed he) one Wil- 
loughby, whom I ſent away as be came,” as ſoon as he acquainted me with the Meſ: 
ſage. This Accident ſurprizing and troubling me not a little, I took my leave of 
his Lordſhip, aſſuring him that I never ſent the Fellow, and ſo went ſtraight to 
Mrs.Cellier, and I acquainted her what the Spark had done ; and alſo told ber, He 
was ſo great a Villain, that if ever he came any more to me, I would order my Ser. 
vants to Kick him out of my Houſe, Cc. 

So my Lord! I dare ſay you think you have claw'd me off now? you'l never 
leave nibling till you 'r caught I'th Trap again 3 What a piece of Chimerical 
whim's here ? were there not more of Malice and Miſchief forc'd along with 
your infinuation, than either Truth or Honeſty, I could not have ſo much Px 
tience, as to appear in Print againſt ſo great a piece of incoherent Nonſence. 
But for publick Satisfaion, and in Vindication of the Naked Truth, my Ki 
and Country, and in my own Juſtification, I ſhall prove by fa& the =. faeys 
parts of your aſſertions to be moſt egregiouſlly falſe, and meer FiQtions contri- 
ved on purpoſe toimpoſe upon the World the belief of a notorious Lie: And 
in order to it, Gentlemen, I crave leave to trouble you with theſe few remarks, 
wherein, as near as poſlibly I can, with my hand upon my Heart, and in allSin- 
cerity, by the Grace of God, I ſhall here declarethe Truth for my (elf, and do 
his Lord(hip all the fair play imaginable; which I leave to the Judgment of 
every Impartial Reader. 

That one Mrs. Cellier aig the Priſons, &c. about Charity for the Poor, &c, 
T told her I would not only then give her ſomething, but would allow them Weekly 
alſo; Here's fine Stuff ! and here all the World may plainly ſee that Mrs. Cellier 
was employ'd by the Papiſts to ranſack and rummage the Priſons, under the 
pre- 
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pretence of diſperling Charity, totry who ſhe could find out, That was fit for 
4 bold and daring Enterpriſe 5 and the Lord Caftlemainnt leems, was willing to put 
his Hand tothe Plough, and make a Weekly Allowance of Money ia that, as 
he had done in other Allairs of the like nature befageR 
He goes on : Opon which acconnt, and that of the $t.Omers Witneſſes, (which 
I had provided for my own Defence in Caſe of Iryal, and which I Lodged at Mrs, 
Celiiers Houſe, ſhe caxre frequently to me. Here, I think 1s one of the faircit Con 
fc{ſons of Fatt that can pollibly be 3 for I only charg'd his Lordſhip with in- 
ſtruting of the St. Omers Witneſſes what they ſhould teſtifie on the behulf of Lang- 
horn and the five Jeſuits. And he tells us be provided them for his own Defence, 
and undoubtedly they were defign'd ro have Teltifi'd at his Tryal, had they not 
been ſo often baffied, which pur his Lordſhip to find out a better Expedient, 
by railtag a ſcruple in the Judges Conlctences about the validity of my Evi- 
dence. But will any man of reafon bceheve, that the St. Omcrs Witneſſes which 
his Lordſhip had provided for bis ow: Defence, (as he ſays) werenever conſult - 
ed with, to know what they could, or rather were to Tcſtifie onthe behalf of 
his Lordſhip, in caſe there had been any ſuch occation 2 If fo, then what I 
have alledged again{t him muit be looked upon as falſe and Villanous: But if 
they will but confilter how material, and how common a thing it is, for a 
perſon that is capable of giving Evidence, to be conſulted withal, to know 
what he can teſtifie, before there 1s occaſion to uſe him 3 they cannot but be- 
lieve mach more care was taken by hisLordſhip of the St. Omers Witneſſes who 
were to give a falſe and forg'd Teſtimony, (as its plain they did, and which 
appcar'd as clear as the Sun to the whole Court, upon the Tryals of the F;ve 
Jeſuits and Langhorn, to which TryalsI refer theReader for his ſatisfaftion) 
I fay then, 1 hope there js no bady but wall believe that the Lord Caſtlemaine 
could otherwiſe chuſe, (having provided them fot his own Defence) but dil: 
burſe Money to buy Cloaths, and equip thoſe his Novitiates in Perjury. That 
he allo:y*d them ſo much ſpending money per Week 3 and that he paid Mrs. Cel- 
lier {cvenShillings per Week a piece for their Lodging and Diet, which could 
not amount to lefs than ten or twelve pounds per week, for there were 15 or 
16 of them in number 3 all this may rationally be ſappos'd: But that which 
follows, viz. That his Lordihip did inſtruct them daily, what they ſhould teſti- 
he for himſelf, (which he calls making Proviſion for his Defence) and conſe- 
quently for Langhorn and the Five Jeſuits, in which ſenſe let his Confeſſion be 
Recordcda to Poſlterity. | 
He runs on : That ſbe (Mrs. Cellier) told him one day, fhe had taken out of 
Newgate jor Three Pounds Ten Shillings, a Young man veri'd a little-in the Law, 
whone ſhe thought very fit to look after ſeveral deſperate Debts (to the value of 
3 or 4000 }. due to her Husband, &c.) How far this Fiction hath been Credi- 
ted, I know not, but Lam forry to ſee his Lordſhip has no better a ſhift, than 
this old one of Mrs. Celfiers, which was invented by her for my particular uſe; 
a Story ſo incongruous and unlikely, that none but a Drowning Lord in a weak 
Cauſe wonld have laid hold on ; which 1s plainly ſeen thus. He ſays Mrs. 
Cellier told him, ſhe had taken me out of Newgate for Three Pounds Ten Shil- 
lings 3 and | ſay, That before I was diſcharged out of Priſon, and made fit for 
their Plotting bulinelz, it coſt them near Three Hundred Pounds. He ſays ſhe 
thought me very fit to look: after deſperate Debts, &c. and! for that reaſon was 
at Three Pounds Ten Shillings Charge, to take me out of Priſon. In anſwer 
to which I fay and will prove it by m—_ than one Witneſs, that fhe enquir'd 
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fore ever ſhe cameto me, for a man of a bold and daring Spirit z and receiving 
information according to her Erquiry, ſhe- then came to me, and did Dit- 
courſe me to no other end or purpoſe, than what my firſt Narrative makes 
mention of, which is far enough trom what his Lordſhip would infinuate, 
And I do farther, in the Preſence of Almighty God, affirm, That the end of my 
being taken out of Priſon, to'get in her Husbands deſperate Debts, is as 
falſe and as prepoſterous a Lie as ever was told : In a word, it isa thing that 
never was heard of until after I had been Committed by the King and Coun- 
cel, for conveying of the Treaſonable Letters into Mr. Mayſe!ls Chamber, ec. 
at which time ſhe Forged that Excuſe, as you may find it in the 52 Page of my 
firſt Narrative (apprehending that ſhe and I (ſhould be Examin'd apart, and 
therefore {he ſent me that Note, wrote by her own hand, to prevent con- 
traditions. ) And as for her Husbands having any ſach Debts, as could 
amount to the value of a Groat, much more to the value of Three or Four 
Thouſand Pounds, I am ſure 1s altogether as falſe ; and that I may be able to 
prove that as well as the. reft to be a Device, I do here offer to produce ſuffi. 
cient Teſtimony, That at that itme, (viz.) in the Year 1678, her Husband 
was taken by all the Merchants in London, that knew him, to be many Hun- 
dred Pounds worſe than nothing. Nay, that I may once more clear up this 
gceat point, upon which thoſe of the Popiſh party hinge all their accumulati- 
ons, -I do hereby challenge all the World to {ay impartially, That I ever de- 
manded of them or any of them, OneShillitg more or leſs, citherin the Name 
or for the Uſe of Mrs.Cellier ; Now, I having made this Challenge in Print two 
or three times already, and no perſon hath yet come in to contradi@ it, one 
would have thought that no Papilt (how lilly ſoever ) eſpecially a Lord, 
would have had the confidence to make any further uſe of that Lie; it ſeems 
his Lordſhip was very hard put to it, that he was forc'd to borrow Mother 
Damnables Thread-bare Shams. But becauſe I will yet ſet the thing more clear, 
pray do but conſider, 1f I had been taken out of Priſon only to get in Mr.

i111s being Executed, he came to me, and asked if I thought convenient to have their 
Speeches Printed ; 1 told him by all means, for why ſhould ſuch Excellent and 
I ojal things fall to the Ground?

ry; and then, as it hath doneeverlince, Ifound the Popith Blood boyl at me; 
but before my Diſcovery no man was like to me; Gadbmny 
My firft Narrza- could tell mel was a man fit for @ bold and daring Enter. 
tive, page 26. priſe, &c. That I was fit to be trufied, &c. Mrs. Jean the Pa. 
X pith Prieſt at Peterly, that wrote the Scheme of the Shaw. 
Presbyterian-Plet, could fay in his Letters he had a better Opiricn of me 
than he had of Gifford, notwithſtanding he was one of his 
Firſt Nar.p.to. own Pricltly Funftion. Mrs. Cel/zer when ſhe brought me to 
the Lord of Peterborough, gave a moſt extraordinary Chara. 
cer of me, and how I had improved my {elf in the Service of dtvers Foreign 
Princes, infomuch that I immediately gain'd the Title of 
Firſt Nar.p.62. Captain, with a promile for a Troop of Horſe, ec. His 
Rozal Highneſs the firſt time that I was brought to him by 
the Lord Petervororgh, defired me to keep up to the Couragious and Active 
Charatter which he had heard of me, &c. And at 
My Information to the another time, That I had gain'd a great Reputation 
Horſe of Commons, Tucſ- amongſt the Catholicks, &c. All thisis Truth, unde- 
day, the 20th, of OF ober niably Truth, and were it proper, I could carry it far- 
1620. page 8, andy, ther; but here I think are enough to prove how 
much I was Eſteemed of while I did their Service; but 
when I Diſcover'd, then *twas Rogue, Villain, Raſcall, Sconndre!, &c. and all 
the Tricks and Devices that could be imagin'd, were uſed to invalidate my 
Teſtimony, which mceting with ſome Mercenary helps, ſoon an{wer'd their

And thus (as Tto!ld his Lordſhip, when we were face to face before the 
King and Councel ) I am beholding to him for confirming ſo great a part of 
my Evidence; for however it was carried upon his Tryal, yet I am (till the ſame, 
and by the Grace of God, willever maintain what I from the firſt Charged him 
with, viz.

Powis, and Arundel of Wardour, who were the Perſons that fuſt Propo- 
ſed the K:i//ing of the King to me, ina cloſe Room in the Tower, where 
none but themſclves and I were preſent 3 and likewiſe that the Lord 
Caſilemaine, when he had a mind to make me underſtand his Diſplea- 
ſure for my refuling of that Propoſal, had ſent his Servants out of his 
Study, before he would enter into any Diſcourſe with me about the 
thing : why thenlI ſay, no reaſonable man can do other than believe 
what I have ſworn to be Truth 3 and what they have or may affirm, to 
be falſe: For can it be expeCted that two Bigotted Papiſtsand a Jeſuit, 
whole beſt Principles are Blood and Murder, and that had ſo often ap- 
prov'd of, and engagd ſo many perſons for the Killing of the King, viz. 
Pickering, Sir George Wakeman, the four Ruffians, my Self, and one _—_

Good-man, was but Traotl; : As for Viother Mid wifes part, ſhe did 
fry when the Parliament was fitting at We/tz:inſicr,in the Month of Oo- 
' ber £680, that ſh2 kad ſome Diſcovery to make, and accordinealy deſi- 
rei to be ſent for to the Bar of that Honte of Commons ; but this Re» 
(31:1:402 of hers being by ſome means or other made known, fac was foon 
Preſented either with Money, .or a Bill for a Hundred Pounds, and 
orct Promiſes of being plentifully ſupported from that time forwards, 
45 ſve hath been without doubt ever fince ; fo that when an tlonora- 
ble Member of that Houſe went to Newgate to knov what ſhe had to 
ſay, the beſt he could get from her, was but baic and abulive Language; 
fo that what likelyhood there 1s for any of theſe Confpirators to Dif 
cover and Confirm my Diſcovery, fecing they are thus tampcr'd with, 
1s but vain, and as yet not to be expeed. Therefore, I hope, Gentle- 
men, you wul be ſo juſt, as not to think them ever the more Innocent 
for th<1r aſſerting and athrming of it; nor me ever the lels to be credi- 
ted for their recriminating and las ing to my Charge things that 1 call 
God to Witneſs, I never was 1n the lealt Guilty of: I am ſure, and I am 
able to prove it, that what they (I mean the Papiſts) had engag'd me 
in, was of a Nature ſo much beyond all that Thad ever afted or done be- 
fore, that when ſome things were diſcours'd of amongſt our ſelves, which 
went down with others as glib and caſte, they have made me Tremble : 
I hope this being ſcrioully confider'd, amongſt the many Temptations 
which I have lain under, together with my reclaim'd and modeſt Carri- 
age towards all forts of Perſons for this two Years paſt, will ſo-much 
out-ballance any thing that Popery can object againſt me, that I may 
find formic Room in the Opinions of Good and Sober People. But Gen- 
tlemen, if you'l but do me the favour to take along with your cocalide» 
ration the probabilities which attend my Evidence, viz; ThatT was ta-

pits, whoie Dottrine and their own pradices have lulhcicntly rendred 
them notorious tothe World; now it theſe people were, as they pretend 
to b-, fucn a fort of harmleſs, innocent Doves, without Gall, Bitternef+, 
2nd the worlt of Milice, then indeed there were ſome rea{vn for the 
World to fuſpect the Accuſation which my {clf and others have charg'd 
them with 5 but on the contrary, as they are not, and (incethcir Crimes 
are attended with fo many vigorous and lively Circumſtances, I hope 
no man will be {o void of reafonto think, tho' Iam but Sirer/er;s Tejtis, 
that | have not as YFreata value for my Soul and 1ts Eternal H: ppinels, as 
cre a Papilt of them all can pretend to; or that I ſnould ſooften 1n this, 
and in other Papers of mine now in Print, call God to witnels a Lye, 
and yet remain, or have any Being amongit my Fellow Creatures here up- 
on Earth, So that now the fum- of all 1s this, Either you muſt believe 
that what I have (worn agaiaſt them 1s Truth, for which you have the 
pledze of a thing more valuable to me than the whole Earth, my Soul. 
Oc cifſe you mutt believe what the Confpirators afirm in the denyal of 
it, and conſequently me to be Perjar'd; a thing I muſt confeſs, was ne-

Quettions concerning maticr of Fact or Circumſtances, 
as any the moſt exquilice of the Papiſts have been to put them to mc; 
But to aJlow- his infinuation that very way that he puts it, that 1s tofay, 
that the whele matter which I charg d him with was falſe; yet is1t Jike- 
ly (tuppoſing me to be fo baſe ana villerous) that I ſhould Study my 
Charge no better than ſo,as not to be ableto gi an Anſwer about Time 
or Place without muling ? but it is much more wonderful, rhe whole 
Chargebeing ipſo fu@o true, that I ſhould not be able to anſwer a ſingle 
Qucſtion;and this all perſons that know meare avle to contradict.

What a fine way his Lord- 
ſhip has found out to catch a man ? here'sa Tricks with a Witneſs! One 
would think this were a fineway to Dxgdalize an Evidence. But pray 
my Lord, how does it ſo happen, that this contradiction which you fay 
paſs'd in November 1679. was not inſiſted upon and prov'd in June 
1680. when you were Arraign'd and Tryed? This would have been

mePerjur'd,and then I had been for ever difabled for an Evidenceztruly it 
had been a thing well worth your while,but I know you are ready with 
an Excuſe for that too; either you could not procure the Council-mi- 
nutes time enough,or elſe you could not prevail upon the Clerks to bear 
Tci{timony upon em, and that's much. But pray my Lord let me ask you 
one Queſtion, and don't be Hot or Chollerick 3; where was it, and be- 
fore whom did you catch me in this great Lie and Contradificn ? Your 
Manifei#o1 know tells us it was before the King and Councel : Was it 
ſo 2 Why then truly you' have made a.fine refte&tion upon His Majeſty 
and the whole Board, which lies thus 3 either none of them were {6 
quick of Apprehenſion as your ſelf to take notice of this Contradiior, 
and that's ſtrange, for they took notice of all yours z or elſe they dic 
take notice , and were willing to connive at it 3 So that in plain 
terms he charges me with a Perjury committed before the King 
and Councel, and does as good as ſay they were all Privy to 
it, in regard no body took me up for it but himfelf ; Therc- 
fore as clear as the Sun, here1s a dire&t Charge upon the King, and the 
whole Council, which is as like his Lordſhips way of Scandalizing, as 
Roger Palmer, Eſq; is like the Earl of Caſilemaine. But ſuppoſing my 
Lord, that I ſhould. be able to counter-prove this notable affirmation 
of yours, that is to ſay, to prove it a Lye of your own making ;z what 
do you think the World will fay then ? Why 'tis but like an exquiſite 
Papiſt, and there's an end on't.

words to prove this molt egregious contradi&ion, which you with ſuch 
ſcrutiny obſerv*d upon the at /caſt fiue Weeks before Sir George Wake- 
mans Tryal? &c. Truly juſtnobody : But perhaps you'l ſay *twas prov'd 


_ at your Tryal in June 1680. Was it ſo? how can that be ? how does it 


appear? why ſee his own words for it inthe Printed Tryal page 60.viz, 
If you pleaſe my Lords, ( he then ſpeaking to the Judges) I would only 
tell you this, my Lords, you ſee that theſe two Witneſſes teſtifie (viz. Mrs. 
Cellier and Bennet Dowdall) that I was angry with Dangerfield 3: Junez 
my Lords I only ſay this to you my Lords, that when I was Examin'd at 
the Council Board before the King, of this particular, my Lords, my Lord 
Chancellor asked him the particulars of it, and he did confeſs this thing 
which I zow prove, &c. O moſt admirable ſenſe this 3 Pſha, ſenſe with 
a wanyon; What Madman at this time of day would write ſenſe I won- 
der ? any one but a raſh, hot-headed Popiſh Lord, ora Conjurer ; and 
they write Non-ſenſe out of a meer dear to amuſe thepeople : Ay,but 
what was'the thing his Lordſhip prov'd 2 Why *twas, That had made 
a complaint to Mrs. Cellzer of his Lowe. being angry with me; and

that fc ſpoke to Bexxet Dow4da!i. (another Papiſt) to ſpeak to me not 
ro be troubled at his Lordſhips anger : But that which is moſt remarka- 
cis, That I (bould make this Complaint a conliderable time before the 
time that | mention'd in my Evidence, which was in A»g#ft 1679, but 
Nill how does he prove this? Oh, by the two fore-mentioned Witnef- 
{e Cellier and Dowdal; ſay you meſo! two ſpecial Witneſles indeed, the 
one an equal Conſpirat reſs with his Lordſhip, and the other a moſt no- 
rorious Papilt 3 but however I'm willing to try how fartheir Teſtimo- 
ny will agrce with his Lordſhips Afertion, and my counter-Evidence : 
When the Lord C aſilemain had asked Dowdala Queſtion, wherein he di- 
ftared to him what Anſwer he was to make toit, (as you may find in 
Tryal page 58. where ſays his Lordſhip, Mr.Dowdal,tte Caſe is this : My. 
Bangerficld tells me I was angry with him at ſuch a time for a buſineſs at my 
Heuſe 5 was I not angry with bim at Powis Honſe for going to the Lords in 
the Tower ? They lays Dowdal, Mrs. Cellier ſpoke to me to ſpeak to Mr. 
Dancerficld,zot tobe troubled at your anger. ThenDowd4l being ask'd by the 
Court when this was? reply'd it was after the Jeſuits died. In Tryal 
page 66. Dowdal lays, viz.Dangerficld told me his Lordſhip was angry about 
kis going to the Tower in my Lords Name unknown to him; then being 
ack'd by the Court, Did be acknowledge to you my Lords or in the be. 
ginning of July? To which Dowdal reply'd, it was within a Week after the 
Jeſuits dieds And a little after that, he ſtarids up and tells the Court 3# 
was about the 21 of Jane. Now let's hear what the Lady of the Wicket 
Teſtify'd about this buſineſs of his Lordſhips anger : Oh me, ſhe ſays po- 
fitively that This day twelve month (viz. the 23 of June 1679.) He and 1 
had been employ'd in Writing Copies of ſome 
The writing of which Let- Letters, and T ſent him to my Lord to know if 
ters i5 a part of my Charge he would go ſomething towards the Printing 
againſt his Lord(hip and them 5 and be went from him to the Lords in 
agzinſt her ſelf, as you the Tower.

And at ano- 
ther time Iwould have ſent him , and ſaid he, pray Madam dont ſend me 
thither, I wouldrather go an hundred Miles $c. So now,Gentlemen,my de- 
fign is fairly to ſet before you the ſum of theſe two Teſtimonies, which 
for Argument ſake I am willing to allow as ſach 3 Dowdal ſaid, That I 
told him of the Lord Caſtlemains being angry with me about the 21 of June, 
adding that it was a Week after the Execution of the Five Jeſuits 5 now 
pray do but obſerve this contradiCtion, 'tis worth your while to ſee 
what a ſort of infatuation theſe filly Bigots are under, when they come 
to ſtretch their Zeal for the Cauſe. The Five Jeſuits were Tryed on 
Friday and Saturday, being the 13 and 14of June 1679 ;after that Lang- 
born was Tryed and found Guiltyz after which they were all Six brough 
to the Bar together, and receiv'd Judgment to be Draws, Hang'd and 
2uartered, which accordingly was done upon the Five Jeſuits and 
Ay 1 on Friday the 20 of June, e*c. here isnow viſible toallmankind 
{ix days miſtake, ſo that had he been upon his Oath, as he wasnot z and

that aboyt had been left out, for ought I ſee the tranſport of this niaris 
Zeal might have brought him into the Bryers of Perjury, Cellier ſeems 
to teſtifie that ſhe heard not of his Lordſhips Anger tHll the 23 of Juxe, 
but ſays not one Word of the Week after the Jeſuits were Executed, 
&rc. however there's two days difference between them : I wonder, 
(not to reflett either upon the Lord Chief Juſtice, or the Jury, by whom 
this good Lord was Tryed) what the World can think of ſuch extraors 
dinary Caſes as theſe are, this not being the firft of that kind neither : 
And with what Impudence men can,as they do in thetr Lying Pamphlets, 
daily affert the Innocency of ſuch a ſort of people as theſe, who in their 
Teſtimonies even for one another, confels the very Crimes with which 
they thernſclves had been charg'd, and thus has Mrs.Ce/er done, when ſhe 
faid He and I (meaning me) had been emplozed in writing Copies of ſome 
Letters, &c. which Copies of Letters are thoſe very ones that were in- 
tended to beconveyed into the Houſes of molt of the confiderable Presby- 
terians in England, inorder to be ſciz'd for the carrying on of that Shazz - 
Plot; I could give many inſtances of this kind, but my Delign in this be- 
ing only to confute his Lordſhip by ſuch matter of Fatt as particularly 
relates to himſelf; I am willing tobe conkin'd tothat narrow compals, and 
ſhall ſhew you what [ brought in Bar to his Lordſhips Objections, and 
thoſe incoherent, falſe, oral "Teſtimonies (whoſe Guilt, if poſſible, was 
greater than the impudence they appeared with.) Firſt, the time that [ 
{wore his Lordſhips anger was about the middle of Arguſt 1679. Second- 
ly, oneTwrner(thena Papilt, but ſomeryhat honeſter than the reſt) (wore 
that he ſaw me at the Lord Caſtlemains Houſe, and being asked by the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Seroggs, what Month he could charge himſelf to fay 
he ſaw Dazgerfield in the Lord Caſtlemains Company ? Tiarner made this 
Anſwer, I cannot well tell, I think it might be about July ; ſothat here, Gen- 
tlemen, you have this doubtful point, this great Lye, thismoſt egregious 
contradiction that his Lordſhip has ſobang'd me about with, diflolved 
in a word or two. Cellier and Dowdal teſtifying for the 23 and 21 of 
the Month of Jxze, and my ſelf and Twrzer {wearing to the middle of 
Auguſt and the month of July poſitively; both of theſe beinglongenough 
after their times,to have (I think) convinc'd a man abour the Truth of 
the Charge, though Ce/lier and Dowdall had agreed never fo well about 
the time : Therefore 'tis as clear as the Sun at Noon-day, that | was 
with his Lord(hip after the time that he endeavours to prove his bein 
angry with mez and if you'l but do me the favour to take my Word 
for it after my Oath, I do inthe Preſcnce of an All-ſeeing God, moſt 
ſolemnly declare, and upon my Salvation, Thar I never knew of, that 
I never heard of, nor never gave his Lordſhip any ſuch cauſe of Anger 
as he pretends, unleſs until the Month of Azguſt, which was the time thar 
he ſo roughly treated me, for refuſing of the Propoſal that had been 
made me by the Lords in the Tower.Now this great Link of their whole 
aſperſion being broken by Truth and apparent matter of Fact, I hope 
no man from hence forwards will either inconfiderately or out of Zeal 
to hide the Villany of Popiſh Confpiracies, take upon him to raiſe ar 
Argument fromthe Earl of Caſtlermains Manifeſto : Or if he does,l doubt 
not but that I may be able to convince him in time of his obſtinate and 
peeviſh 
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pecviſh Errour. And now I ſhall return to the next point, and his Lord- 
{hips own-words, viz. That he would ſhew me Circumſtances to prove the 
Truth of his Allegation :, which were, that I was then writing the Compen- 
dium, a Paragraph of which he then read as it lay before me on the Table ; 
That one Lawſon was then in the Houſe, and one Turner a Books ſeller, &c. 
For how was it poſſible for you to read a Paragraph in a Paper, when I my 
ſelf was by, and in an angry humor, and at the very firſt ſight of you? &c. 
That Dangerfield neither pretended to have donethis by ſurpriſe, nor would 
'it have availed him, had he ſaid ſo; for my Chair and Table in my Study, ſo 

face the Door, that it is impoſſible for any body to come in , ard.not be 
preſently ſeen by me,$&&, LOOK YE GENTLEMEN, here is a Queſti- 
on ariles thus, Dargerfield (wears his Lordſhip was writing the Compen- 
dium at that time when his Lordſhip was angry with him for refufing 
the Propoſal made him by the Lords in the Tower 3.and to prove that he 
was at hisLordſhips Houſe at ſuch a time,he names you two perſons that 
ſaw him-there, Lawſon and Turner; the laſt hath Teſtifi'd that he ſaw 
his Lordſhip and Dargerfield together, and the firlt never yet. did the 
contrary, and conſequently cannot refuſe the ſame, if he he, asI hope 
hc is, a Lover of Truth. In anſwer to this, you have theſe ſurmiles ſta- 
ted to renderthe Queſtion improbable, viz. How was it poſſible (ſays his 
Lordſhip) for you to read a Paragraph in a paper, when [ my ſelf was by, 
and in an angry humor? &c. For my Chair and Study ſo face the Door that 
it is impoſſible for any body to come in, and not be ſeen by me, &c. Goodly, 
goodly, why impoſſeble my Lord ? Don't you know your Papers lay 
looſe upon a large Table, and that 1 ſtood on the ſame fide of the Ta- 
ble at which you were writing 3 and that within a Yard or leſs of the 

Paper wherein I read the part of a Paragraph, which had been ſolatel 
wrote that ſeveral of the lower Lines were wet, &c. Pray what jaopoſſ 
bility is there in all this? Can any man alivedo other than believe by the 
lame and helpleſs ſhifts you uſe for the denyal, but that you did write 
the Compendium, or at leaſt ſome part of it 3 and conſequently,that what 
I have Charg'd you with is True, {ince you only endeavour to prove that 
to be falſe by trivial and forged Circumſtances, which otherwiſe is not 
to bedeny'd ? Had you ns Declaration upon your Honour (if you 
have any ſuch thing) that I was not at your Houſe at that time whenl 
ſwore I was 3 had you brought your Solicitor and Turner, or any others 
to have prov'd as much, this had been ſomething like 3 or had you de- 
clar'd it to be wrote by any other perſon, and have brought ſome bo- 
dy to own it, or at leaſt ſome perſons of Credit to have prov'd itz Then 
I ſay the World might have had ſome reaſon to doubt my Evidence ; 
But ſince neither your Lordſhip nor Mrs. Cellzer, upon neither of your 
Tryals have been able to prove any one of theſe kind of contradictions 
upon me, nor indeed any thing elſe, more than by way of recriminati- 
on, (which was very lacky to your whole party that I was ſolyable) 1 
hope there is no doubt to be made by any Impartial Opinion, but that 
you were both Guilty of every individual Crime, by me Charg'd up- 

on you. | 

Now to page 21. where ſays his Lordſhip, Many other things Thad to 
wrge to the Council; 9s their great dijeſteem and ſiight of Ay” Te- 
; 1mony 
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ny againſt Col. Manſell ; his not laying to my Charge any Treaſons ; for ht 
accns'd me not poſitively of knowing what the Lords in the Tower had pro- 
pos'd to him, &c. what a (ly, but weak infinuation 1s there compremis'4 
under theſe words, vis. Their great diſeſteem and ſlight of Oangerhields Te- 
ſtimony againſt Col. Manſell ? Pray my Lord how couldit be otherwile 
than a diſeſteem and ſlight, when it was prov'd as clear as the Sun, not 
only by my own words, but by divers Witnefles 3 beſides many circum- 
ſtances as ſtrong as. could be imagin'd, That I was the perſon that had 
conveyed the Papers into Mr. Mayſe!ls Chamber ? but as for my not 
charging you with Treaſon before the King and Council, I can't well 
tell what toſay to that, becauſe I don't know whether you think Murder 
Treaſon, or to compaſs, imagine or contrive the Death of the King, &*c. 
to be a Crime ; this my Lord I am ſure of, if you are a right Jeſuit, as 
I have great reaſon to believe you are, you are fo far from thinking it 
a Crime, that you hold it as the higheſt piece of Merit, and the greate(t 
piece of Service that can be done to Mother-Church, ail which 1sclear- 
ly to be underſtood in your own words, which you gave in anſwer to 
my Lord Chanccllor, when he ask'd you a Queſtion about your being 
a Prieſt, viz. As for my being a Prieſt, I ſhould (were I one) be ſo far 
from poſitively denying it, that I would glory in the Title, But that I did not 
fromthe very firſt, viz. before the King and Council, Charge you with 
that which our Laws term Treaſon, (the Propoſal which was made me 
by the Lords in the Tower, which was to Kill the King) is utterly falſe, 
and as meer a Fition as all the reſt of your Manifeſto ; forthe proof of 
whichT refer my ſelf to the Council-minutes, which I had thought to 
| have inſerted here, but in this I miſgd of my aim; becauſe I could nor 
procure ſo many powerful Guineys as your Lordſhip did, to preſent 
thoſe withal, that gratified your Deſires, which if it weredone, was pri- 
vately, and I'm ſure, contrary to the Knowledge either of his Majeſty or 
the Council, to helpyou to them; a thing certainly which may be ſaid 
to be oncof the greateſt abuſes imaginable, done to the Honour of that 
Board,that the Copies of their Records ſhould be bought and fold, when 
I (who thought I had as great reaſon to have had Copies, as any you 
could pretend to) had fo often made application, and ſtill went with- 
out *em 3 Nay, when I had moſtimmergent occaſion for them too, when 
they were to be employ'd in the Service of the King and Kingdom, and 
yet I could not prevail: Now Gentlemen, pray what think you of his 
Lordſhipslittle piece of Caſtlemainiſm? Was ever any thing more full of 
contradictions, and falſhoods ? ſurely nothing unleſs it were his Lord- 
ſhips little Hiſtory of the Late Wars between the Engliſh andthe Dutch, or 
the Hiſtory of his Travels and Adventnres to Candia,and thoſe indeed were 
claw'd offto purpoſe with Stories and Relations as falſe and inconſiſtent 
as ever were mention'd in Hiſtory ; and let any man but read over thoſe 
two little Books that ever knew, or that ever hath read or head of any 
true Relation either of thoſe unhappy Dutch-Wars, or of the Siege of 
Cardia, and 1I'le undertake to ſay he Fan ſoon beconvinc'd, That neither 
his Lordſhips Compendium, his Manifeſto, &c. are the firſt Shams that he 
hath endeavoured to impoſe upon the World,and appear in Print with- 
al, athing he much delights in. Was _ man (Gadbiry excepted,) ſo 


mad 
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mad as thts Lord, to go about to vindicate himſelf againſt a charge of 
{ohigh a nature, by nothing but Fictions and abuſes : RefleCtions upon 
the Council,as you may find in the 21 page of his Manifeſto, where ſays 
he, I 25k the Noble mans Pardon for ſaying any thing that offended him or 
the Board; This Pardon was ask'd you muſt know, after he had receiv'd 
a {mart reprimand for his Chollerick and abrupt behaviour before the 
King and Council ;z and a'my word 'twas well he had the manners to 
apologize. The next 1s the many abuſes which he puts upon his very 
(ceper the Lieutenant of the Tower, as you may find in Mmnifeſto page 
22, 23, 24, 25, 26,27. But that which is moſt remarkable is, his abuſing 
the man who of all took molt pains to deliver him, viz. The Lord Chief 
Juſtice Screzgs, and the very Lawyers that were of his Councelz what 
Monſtrous ingratitude 1s this? In a word, theres not a perſon from the 
hight tothe loweſt, whom he hath notin ſome meaſure or other abus'd 
and rct)&ed upon 5 but I think 'tis pretty well known of what Credit 
bis Lordſlips Choller is, and therefore I leave him to the Cenfure of all 
unbials'd Readers : I had thought to have gone through his whole Ma- 
rifeſto, and to have made ſome remarks upon every Page; but I find it 
{© {tuff'd with Incoherencies, Tautologies, RNS, and what not, 
that] was unwilling to trouble the Reader and my ſelf with writing an 
\nfwer to that which in divers parts anſwersit ſelf; but more ſpecial- 
!y 2 thing which 1s ſuppoſed for an intended Vindication, and yet with» 
out any name of Atteſtation to it : *tis a Sign his Lordſhip was ſomewhat 
toubful of what he there mention'd, or elſe he could never have ſent 
ſuch a piece ofStuff into the World without giving ſome aſſurance that 
it was of his own Writing, 

By the way,Gentlemen, I cannot but take notice of a paſſage in his 
defence, p. 83. where he calls me a forger, of Treaſonable letters to en- 
trap the innocent, and urges my commitment by the Board, upon Mr. 
Manſell's accompt, as anargument to invallidate my Teſtimony: By which 
the World may ſee a very great weakneſs and failing in his Lordſhip, 
to make that a Crime which he ſo coxdially manag'd and promoted. I 
profeſs he has hit the Nail o'th' head. For ſays he, Dangerfield was 
11 the ſame Plot with my ſelf; but Dangerfield fell off and diſcover'd 
the deſign; therefore Dargerfield is not to believ'd. But Midwife 
Cellier, being in the ſame Plot, and manager of the very letters, being a 
Telitimony for his Lordſhip,and continuing true to the cauſe, was a Wit- 
neſs without exception. *Tis a.ſign that men read with little conſi- 
deration, whea ſuch ſhifts and evaſions as theſe ſhall be ſo eafily ſwal 
low'd. 

His Lordſhip gaes on with a confeſſion of his faithza new invention 
they have now a days gotten, to uſher in a fallacious piece of Cajolrie 
upon the World: That it is againſt the DodGrine of the Romiſh Church 
to depoſe and murther Princes 3 than which there never was a more 
notorious and demonſtrable piece of Hypocrifie broach'd upon the 
Earth. For it has not only been the common pradtice of the Popes 
themſelves, but a Doctrine openly defended by a numerous and moſt 

authentick part of the Fathers and maintainers of the PopiſhPrinciples. 
So that if the Proteſtants were not ſtrangely enclin'd to favour __ 
: ne« 
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Enemies, how isit poſſible they ſhould ever give credit to a man that 
belys his own Rel, on? If his Lordſhip were not ſo much for depoſing 
the King, why was he ſo angry with me for refuſing to Kill him? For 
with his Lordſhips leave, I mult keep cloſe tomy Text, notwitkſtand- 
ingall his Juzes and his July's. Perhaps it may be his Lordſhips particu- 
lar opinion that Kings are not to be depos'd; but then they muſt be 
Kings of his own making, ſuch as he accounts real Kings: For to be- 
lizve be thinks it unlawful ro _ that King to whom he will not 
ſwear the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, is contradifory to com- 
mon reaſon. He tells ye, he cannot take the Oath of Allegiance, - 
leſs the King will be pleas'd to alter ſome words init. And as for the 
Oath of Supremacy, whatever ſome of his Religion may have done, that's 
no lr Pre for him. So that what credit there is to be given toa 
Loyaltie that refuſes the common Tyes and Bond of Subjects fidelity 
totheir Prince, I leave toall Impartial Judges. 

As for Diſpenſations to Lye, Kill, Forſwear, and ſo forth, thoſe he 
not only abhors, but proteſts, he never heard from any Papiſt, that they 
are or were grantable. What a plunge has his Lordſhip here put himſelf 
to? For hereby he has made himſe!t the moſt filly, illiterate, ignorant 
perſon in the World, or elſe the divulger of a moſt notorious untruth, 
there being nothing more obvious to reading, than the juſtify'd allow- 
ances of theſe crimes by the moſt noted Caſuiſtsof his Religion. Now 
what good ſuch ſtories as theſe will do his Manifeſto, is the Queſtion. 
For my part I believe the Bookſeller was out in his Title ; for had he 
call'd it, the Legend of the Lord Caſtlemain, he had done well. This is 
ill done to impoſe upon us a meer Rozraxce,or a ſecond part of Mandevils 
Travels, under the Title of a Manifeſto. Only there is this excuſe robe 
made for his Lord(hip, that he has told theſe ſtories ſo oft, that he now 
believes them for Truths, and thinks all the World as ridiculouſly cre» 
dulous as himſelf. In ſhort, I would delire his Lordſhip toconfider what 
Mrs. Celiier his great Crony and fellow-Confſpirator, got by publiſh- 
ing her ſcandalous Mazifeſto, tho' ſhe came off by the ſame fair means 
as he did. What Mr. John Gadbury got by that abuſive lying Alma- 
nack of his for this preſent Year 1682. And what his Lordſhip will 
gain by his Manifeſto. And it may not be an improper Queſtion, If 
the ſame courſe weretaken with both the laſt, as was with hers, whether 
they might not have as little reaſon to boaſt of their E-g/;fh and Latin 
Impoſitions upon the World, they being equally ſcandalous and dif- 
honourableto theþpublick Juſtice of the Nation? And that all ſuch may 
receive their ſo highly merited reward, is the hearty wiſh of
